convinced 
that 
their 
rights are restricted in a political 
sense through the existence of 
the 
plural system of voting. 
They 
de- 
dare that the time has gone in the 
world, especially 
in 
a modern and 
civilized country like Belgium, when 
an individual can have 
more 
than 
one vote. To them the idea that a 
man may have two or 
three votes 
because he owrns 
property 
or 
l>e- 
cause he has a superior 
education 
is an offensive 
attack 
against the 
rights of man. 
Everybody in Belgium 
is careful 
*o point out that the school question 
should not 
be 
m isrepresented 
in 
’.ny way by assum ing th at it is a re­ 
ligious question. 
Practically the en 
tire population of Belgium is Catho­ 
le, and no question of religion, as 
such, hag been or is involved in the 
Belgium physical and polemical w ar­ 
fare. The school question is mixed 
up 
with 
the 
language 
question, 
which in turn Is a result of the 
old 
time differences between 
the Flem­ 
ish and Dutch people 
in the north­ 
west and the 
Walloon 
or French- 
.-peaking people in the south and the 
southeast. The Flemish recently sue

1’he clerical question may be said

clerical. It is in the Flemish depart­

in the election of deputies, gave to 
the clerical party an im portant vic­ 
tory at the last elections. The cleri­ 
cal or church schools have increased 


< .*»nsiderably in recent years in the 
following m anner: Every commune in 
Belgium has the

church stepped

found a church school and to pay all

The liberals

that this initiative of the church has

today, lest they be disfranchised as 
to their vote for president this fall. 
The uneasiness 
is especially m anl­ 
iest in the eight congressional dis 
Diets which went for 
Roosevelt in 
t iv, preferential primaries. 
In such 
< s tric t* 
Roosevelt 
electors 
were 
nominated and w ere 
instructed 
to 
vote for Roosevelt 
in 
the conven­ 
tion; and rowf 
the 
fear is that if 
elected in November they will follow’ 
filch instructions 
in 
the electoral 
college as well as in the convention. 
The following is from a letter re­ 
ceived today by a m em ber of 
the 
Fourth district republican 
commit­ 
tee: 
“ W hat assurance have we tha,. the 
Roosevelt electors will not vote for 
Roosevelt in 
the 
electoral college? 
The fear that they will so vote may 
not he well founded, 
but, 
neverthe­ 
less, it is quite general among Taft 
lepublicans of this section, and, un­ 
less something Is 
done 
to restore 
confidence, I believe a large num ber 
of regular party men 
will scratch 
all electors from the Roosevelt dis­ 
tricts, which would he disastrous to 
the ticket.” 
Vincent Gilpin, chairm an of 
the 
republican county central comm ittee 
;aid he had 
heard 
this 
note of 
alarm repeatedly since th e Chicago 
convention and 
th at 
several 
m em ­ 
bers of his comm ittee had urged that 
meeting be held with a view to 
deciding on some 
plan 
to remedy 
‘he condition. 
“ I think all electors 
in »uch dis- 
ricts should 
be put on record defl- 
litely as 
to what their course will 
r in the electoral 
college,'* said 
Gilpin. “Then they would 
not 
be 
voted for 
under 
false 
pretenses. 
And if they are not going to support 
n<- ticket they should withdraw and 
ct the national1 comm ittee appoint 
e ’eotors to take their places. I be­ 
eve the national comm ittee has that 
power.” 
Charles 
D. Morris,

today th at he had heard of this re­ 
ported uneasiness

meeting of the committee to consid­ 
er this and other m atters having to 
do with the forthcoming election. 
‘This m atter has come up a num ­

Missouri, “and

'There is no law requiring a mem- 
»er of the electoral college to

in any particular way, save the law 
of custom,” said an attorney today. 
Section I, article 2 of the United 
States constitution says

hereof shall direct, and the legisla­ 
t e of Missouri has said th at they 
shall be nominated 
by

November election. 
“After these nominations are made, 
there’s no way of getting rid of the 
lominees, unless they will volunta­ 
r y resign, when the vacancies rn ** 
»e filled by appointm ent or the na- 
;enal committee. 
“ In the past m em bers of the elec­ 
toral college 
have 
nearly 
always 
voted for the party nominee, but the 
situation was never exactly the same 
as now. Electors who were chosen 
as the result of 
a preferential pri­ 
mary may have the idea th a t Roose­ 
velt was

nomination, th at it was stolen from 
him, and so refuse to vote in confir­ 
mation and

brought by a tailor to recover a bill 
for $565 incurred by the wife of a 
New York merchant said to have an 
Income of $4,500 a year. 
Testimony 
adduced at the trial showed that at 
the time the contested articles w'ere 
bought the wife's wardrobe comained 
BO dresses, and suits, a dozen hats, 
ninety pairs of silk stockings, three 
dozen pairs of gloves, two dozen pairs 
of shoes, ten pairs of silk equestrian 
tights and additional clothing suffi­ 
cient to fill a number of trunks. 
The Justice who wrote the major­ 
ity opinion of the court 
contended 
that the wordrobe was such as had 
been established as a habit by the 
wife, with her husband's knowledge, 
»nd that if the matter were laid be­ 
fore a Jury the latter might so find. A 
nice point was raised in regard to 
the items of the $564 purchase, which 
* Included two coats and three addition­ 
al suits, as to whether these were ac­ 
tual necessities 
Tailors testifying as experts 
de­ 
clared that the extra clothing was an 
actual need, since the styles changed 
twice a year; and the suits could be 
worn only three * or 
four 
months. 
Through a mere technicality the hab­ 
it theory Is left In doubt, since the 
court found in favor of the husband 
because 
the 
extra 
clothing 
was 
charged to the wife by the tailor, and 
not to the husband.
